From time to time he leaned over the 
gunwale«and emitted a raucous, sing- 
song cry of “Hey-oh there! Where are 
we?’ followed by a far-carrying 
“Thank you,” after letting an interval 
pass in which the infermation could 
mount up to him. 

Descent te Earth Begins. 

When Capt. Berry thought it was 
about time for daylight and for him to 
descend, on his make-believe flight, he 
extinguished the torch and pulled at a 
cord to let some gas escape. Again he 
chanted down into the depths: “Hey-oh, 
there! Catch the rope.”

It was said in authentic circles that 
President Taft’s annual message will 
recommend the co-operation of Congress 
in the Sugar Trust case. This was 
pointed out by a Senator as a prece- 
dent, as heretofore the Presideit in a 
way has resented any interference from 
Congress in the enforcement of the 
laws.

It also developed at the Senate Office 
Building that Theodore Roosevelt and 
former Attorney-General Bonaparte 
will receive no mild lashing by the 
members of the Senate if the investiga- 
tion of the Sugar Trust is made by a 
senatorial committee.

House of Lords had no right in any 
sense ‘to the disposition of the public 
purse, He contended that if there is 
one thing that cannot wisely be sub- 
mitted to a popular vote, it is the 
budget with all its complexities. Be- 
skjes, a popular vote would weaken 
what is most important to maintain, 
a sense of responsibility in the House 
of Commons. 


Does Not Fear Socialism. 


As to the Lords’ contention that their 
act would arrest the wave of socialism, 
Lord’ Morley refused to believe that 
British artisans are predatory or so— 
clalistic. But, even granting that the 
misery existing among some classes has 
produced a movement akin to socialism, 
it was hardly wise of the Lords to take 
up a position exposing them to the 
charge of straining the constitution as 
champions of the rich against the poor. 
‘The more triumphant the majority 
for Lord Lansdowne’s amendment?” 
said Lord Morley, “‘the huger the dis- 
parity between the numbers of the Gov-' 
ernment and the numbers of the oppo- 
sition, the more flagrant will be the po- 
litical scandal.” 

Whn Lord Morley finished his speech 
the small minority of Liberal peers 
broke into enthusiastic cheers, 

Lord Rothschild, an indifferent speak- 
er, who was painfully nervous, defend- 
ed Lord Lansdowne’s amendment on the 
ground that it will give the country 
a chance to pronounce on the “revolu- 
tionary finance of Lloyd-George,” Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer.

State Remains Drv. 

Despite the big majority against the 
amendment, the State will remain dry 
under the prohibition statutes passed 
by. the last legislature. The only result 
of the election yesterday is to keep the 
prohibition amendment out of the Con- 
stitution. 

The present statutes were prepared 
‘carefully, and it is believed they will 
stand court tests. Elated by their vic- 
tory, however, in putting the bills 
through, the drys decided to push their 
advantage and try for a constitutional 
provision against the sale of intoxicants 
in the State. They believed they would 
win. 

The campaign was intense and the 
polls were crowded all day. The vote 
was one of the largest ever polled in 
the State. Owing to the short ballot, it 
was known early that the people had 
spoken with no uncertainty against the 
proposed amendment, and throughout 
the State, especially in the larger cities, 
there were celebrations and rejoicing. 

Rebuke toe Administration. 
The result of the election is a pro- 


istration, which worked for the amend- 
ment, and to Judge S. D. Weakley, who 
drafted the prohibition bills passed by 
the last Legislature, and who is Gov, 
B. B. Comer’s candidate for Governor. 

The State election comes next year, 
and the Legislature will probably have 
to pass on new prohibition laws, most 
likely amending the present laws, if not 
returning to the open saloon proposi- 
tion again. 

The larger counties in Alabama, in- 
cluding Jefferson, in which the Governor 
resides, as well as Fred M. Jackson, the 
State chairman of the antilamendists, 
gave big majorities against the amend- |

difficult of all footlight tasks, that of 
instructing while entertaining her pub- 
lic, of pointing a moral, yet at the same 
time holding one’s interest so tense that 
there is no resentment of the moral’s 
emphasis. 

Then, too, since it is the irrevocable 
law that the penalty for sin must be 
paid by the sinner, Miss Cpothers is 
not afraid to give her play an unhappy 
ending in obedience to this eternal 
canon. 

She makes Malcolm Gaskell pay the 
penalty for a sin of his that had meant 
the shame of a girl who had loved him 
not wisely but too well. The girl her- 
self has already paid her full share, and 
more, of this immutable penalty be- 
fore the first curtain rises on the play 
in which she: never appears. In shame 
and heartbreak the girl had died, leay- 
ing living a boy child, the fruit of a 
union which no church had ever biessed 
nor state made valid. 

And because the brave and clean- 
souled Frank -Ware, as the woman 
hovelist-reformer played by Mary Man- 
nering' is known, was smitten to the 
soul with pity for this nameless waif 
of the bar-sinister, we have Miss Croth- 
ers’ new play, convincingly built, in 
which the man who destroyed one wom- 
an’s life is held to an inflexible reckon- 


For behold! At the cost of her own 
happiness, Frank Ware suddenly finds 
herself in possession of the weapon 
with which to enforce upon Malcolm 


Not knowing him as the father of the 
little shame-burdened boy whom she 
has adopted, she loves him. 
This love of a good woman awakes 
in Malcolm Gaskell’s own soul such a 
love as he had never felt before, a 
love which spells utter desolation and 
tragedy for him in the event of its 
hapless termination. 
At which point the good woman whom

Six-year-old Louise Ulrich is uncon- 
scious at the Missouri Baptist Sanita- 
rium from a fractured skull. A mule 
trampled and kicked her at Page boule- 
vard and Hodiamont avenue, where she 
was playing in a sandpije in the street. 
Her recovery is considered doubtful, as 
the left side of the skull is crushed. 

Louise was accompanying her mother, 
wife of Frank Ulrich, a mail clerk 
living at 6160 Bertha avenue, for a walk 
late Monday afternoon. As they walked 
on Hodiamont avenue the child saw a 
sandpile at Page boulevard, where a 
building is being erected. Pulling away 
from her mother’s hand, she ran to the 
pile. 

A team of mules hitched to a tele- 
phone company’s repair wagon was 
standing in the street close to the sand. 
Persons who saw the accident say 
Louise stooped in the sand almost under 
the hind feet of one of the mules. 

The animal began lunging and: kick- 
ing. At almost the first kick the child 
was knocked unconscious and was 
struck several times as she lay on the 
ground. 

The mother, who witnessed the acci- 
dent only a few feet away, heedless of 
her own danger, rushed under the 
striking feet of the mule and pulled the 
child to safety.

No organization man in either Senate or House 
has spoken favorably for an investigation or ex- 
pressed publicly indignation over the affair. 

The silence is a strong reminder of the re- 
| port that evidence of the frauds was before the 
Senate in executive session last spring and was 
practically ignored. But the public will not be 
satisfied with silence. The general demand is 
for. the truth. Bare legal proceedings, necessarily 
confined to the prosecuti.n of those who com- 
mitted overt acts of crime, will ot do. . 

Other things than the punishment of those who 
participated in the execution of the frauds are 
necessary. If some are to be punished only by the 
sense of ignominy which comes of public contempt, 
that punishment is also to be inflicted. There is 
possibly something of that kind in prospect and 
it is of no, less importance that the names of some 
already mentioned be cleared if they are guilt- 
less. 

Theodore Roosevelt, one report says, had evi- 
dence of the Sugar Trust’s evil deeds placed before 
him. Lyman J. Gage, Leslie M. Shaw and George 
B. Cortelyou, all forsifér Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury, have been mentioned as having specific 
knowledge of the wrongdoing and Mr. Shaw is re- 
ported to have expressed his regrets and deplored 
the fact that “his hands were tied.” Former At- 
torney-General Bonaparte and former Assistant 
Secretary Reynolds have had their names clouded 
‘and a reassuring slap on the back from President 
Taft will not clear them. An embarrassing bit 
of gossip is that Appraiser Whitehead of New 
York, apparently deeply involved, was a candidate 
for Assistant Secretary, under whose jurisdiction 
falls the investigation of revenue frauds. 

The public wants the facts as to the relations 
of these men with the Sugar Trust. Their position 
is the more indelectable because of the trust’s 
record as a corrupting influence. Its history is 
one succession of vicious performances. It has 
not only had the influence to stay for years the 
investigation of its own criminal acts, but it has 
had the political power to win for itself the high- 
est favors. What is that influence and on whom 
was it exerted? Is that influence still potent? 
Plainly enough, * trust that would bribe petty 
employes of the Government ’»> defraud the rev- 
enue would not hesitate to corrupt high officials 
to win tariff and other favors. How it tempted 
senators to speculate in its stocks 15 years ago 
is well remembered. 

A congressional committee, bound-~ by no em- 
barrassing rules of evidence, and knowing no 
statutes of limitations, is the only means through 
which the facts may be obtained.

DOLLAR DOMINION. 
From the New York World. 
A bill has been introduced in Cuba to 
form a national gold-standard currency 
on the basis of that of the United 
States, with coins like ours from the 
cent up to the double eagle. 

Thus out of the babble of discordant 7 
mints something like order and har- 
mony is being gradually evolved, follow- 
ing the genius and the example of 
Thomas Jefferson, who first suggested 
our decimal coinage. There is now 
scarcely a land ‘that does not know the 
dollar in common speech or use its coin 
equivalent, and only Great Britain re- 
jects the manifest advantage of decimal 
notation. 

Bohemia invented the dollar, or thaler, 
and it survives in Germany as the tha- 
ler or three marks. Four marks would 
be almost exactly our dollar, and s0 
would four English shillings. All the 
states of the Latin Monetary Union, of 
which France is the head, have an al- 
most exact equivalent of the dollar in 
the silver piece of five francs, liras 
or drachmas, current from Belgium to 
Greece; and the French sou, Italian sol- 
do or Greek pendares is our cent. 
“Scudo” and “escudo” are old Italian 
and Spanish words for dollar, still in 
use. 

Jefferson adopted as our standard the 
“Spanish milled .dollar,’’ the dollar with 
milled or grooved edges. Spain itself 
and the South American countries to- 
Gay use it under the name of the 
“peso” of 100 “centavos.” This is also 
the coinage and currency of Northwest- 
ern Africa, as the Turkish medjidie and 
piaster—respectively $1 and 5 cents—are 
of Egypt and the Red Sea region. In 
the Philippines the American Govern- 
ment is now cdining 50-cent silver pesos 
on tif® Mexican plan, but the peso gold 
is $1. Canada reckons in dollars and 
cents.

“T had never realized the réal tragedy 
of Gascon's love for Roxane as I did 
that night, and I felt that I put my 
whole soul into my work,’”-so Cequelin 
explained to me, “I was almost intoxi- 
cated with the sound of the voice, with 
the beauty of the scene, which was no 
longer just the theater with its balcony 
of painted wood and its canvas trees. I 
felt that I had never acted as I was 
acting then. What was my astonishment 
when, at the end of the scene, the ap- 
plause which on all other occasions had 
been long and hearty was barely audi- 
ble on this one night when I felt that I 
had done the part justice. Well, I 
learned one more lesson. To make the 
audience feel what you are saying you 
must not be carried away by your 
own feelings. By doing so you lose the 
mastery of your art.” 


To the young singer I would counsel 
careful control of the emotional side in 
singing until the vocal apparatus is per- 
fected and the artistic ideals are formed. 
For many beautiful voices are injured 
by an overzealous display of voeal emo- 
tion, which evinces itself in loud 
shouting and usually in forcing of the 
voice. This last is eure to ruin even 
the most perfect vocal apparatus, and is 
always painful and distressing to listen 
to. 


While the temperamental singer has to 
learn ‘control the average American 
voice lacks the emotional quality. Tem- 
perament and sensitive appreciation of 
musical emotion must be cultivated. Of

“The government of Gen. Estrada. 
completely assured of an ultimate tri- 
umph and much stronger than Zelaya, 
who, with his accomplices owe repara- 
tion to the country and Estrada being 
the unanimous choice for President of 
the Liberal party, aided by the Con- 
servatives, will not accept any terms 
other than the recognition of the pro- 
visional government established.’’

FRENCHMEN SAY SOLDIERS. 
ROBBED AND MENACED THEM

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 30.—A 
cable from San Jose, Costa hica, says: 

“The French Government has been 
drawn into the Nicaraguan trouble in a 
way that promises serious consequences 
for Zelaya as a result of brutal out- 
rages committed on French citizens re- 
siding in Nicaragua. An official com- 
plaint has been lodged with the French 
Consul-General in Costa Rica by Faus- 
tino Montiel, a Frenchman. Montiel, 
who was manager of a farm owned by 
M. Menier of Paris and situated on the 
southeast coast of the Great Lake of 
Nicaragua, says: 
“Op the 224 of October last we were 
surprised by a large detachment of 
troops commanded by a man called 
Larios, who we were told is an aide- 
de-camp of the President of Nicaragua. 
Immediately both Mr. Ruinart and my- 
self were bound and dragged to the 
edge of a lake where, after a mockery 
trial, they- threatened to shoot ug 
—a threat. which they repeated three 


| times.

APPROACH NOT FIXED 





Only Wagonway Is Platted by 
President Reber on the 
East Side. 





While the Municipal Assembly is wait- 
ing for the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to take the initiative and the 


Board, in turn, is waiting for a move 
from the Assembly, no step is being 
taken to condemn the land for the east 
approach of the Free Bridge. 
President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements said Tuesday that no 
surveys have been made under his su- 
pervision and none will begin until the 
Municipal Assembly directs him to pro- 
ceed with them. Members of the Coun- 
cil, in opposing the adoption of a reso- 
lution, committing the Assembly to act 
on the subject of the raijroad approach- 
es, declared last Friday that the Board 
of Public Improvements was doing wha! 
the resolution proposed. 

The only land which has thus far 
been surveyed and platted preparatory 
to condemnation is that on which the 
wagon approach will stand. As the 
wagon and rafiroad approaches will be 
coincident for but a short distance east 
of the river, surveys for one will not 
answer for the other. 

Drew’s Bill Before Assembly. 

A strip of land 100 feet wide and 4700 
feet long will be required for the 


radiroad approach if it is built from the 
river to the east line of the [Illinois}{‘ 
That is the]' 
point to which members of the United]. 


Central’s right of way. 
Free Bridge Committee desires the ap- 
proach to go, so as to carry it beyond 
the property of any railroad and land 
it in neutral territory. 

The Municipal Assembly has — it 
now only one bill for the condemnation 
of the requisite land. That was intro- 
duced by Councilman Drew Friday at 
the request of the United Free Bridge 
Committee. Hostility to this bill is very 
strong among a majority of councilmen, 
who regard it as an. interference with 
the prerogative of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

It was the Council’s intention to file 
Drew's bill Tuesday, if possible, but in 
view of President Reber’s statement 
that he will undertake no surveys or 
other work in the condemnation of land’ 
for the east railroad approach, they 
probably will think better of it. 

Most of the land over which the ap- 
proach will be built. belongs to the 
Southern Railway Co.. Two parcels are 
the property of the St. Louis, Belleville 
& Southern and the East St. Louis 
& Carondelet railroads. ; 

Five Raifway Approaches Plianned. 
When the city began negotiations with 
the Southern Railway for the purchase 
of a plot 36x89 feet as the site for the 
east pier, the company expressed its 
willingness and readiness to lease or 
deed the grotind. Although two months 
have passed, the city has not yet got 
the land and Mayor Kreismann, Presi- 
dent Reber and City Counselor Walther 
have received no explanation of the de- 
lay. 

Plans for the free bridge contemplate 
five railroad approaches. On the west 
side of the river there will be one direct- 
ly into Mill Creek Valley, one south into 
First street and one north into the same 
street. On the east side of the river one 
approach probably will connect the Tlli- 
nois Central and the other jwith the 
Bast St. Louis Terminal Belt Railroad 
at a point 11,200 fect east of the east pier. 

It is the present intention to build the 
approach into the Mill Creek Valley 
first, that connecting the Illinois Centrai 
next, then the south divergency and 
finally the connection with the East 
Side Terminal Belt.

She couldn’t say enough mean things 
about Chicago, and for every defect she 
found in the big blustering prairie town 
she found a virtue in New York. 

Nothing Like New York. . 


“There is ‘nothing in.America like New | 


York—it is the supreme center of civili- 
zation in the Western Hemisphere,”’ she 
said. “Chicago—Chicago is nothing but 
rawness and crudeness, and ugliness, 
unspeakable. It is an awful nightmare. 
Why, -truly, I had rather go to hell than 
to Chicago, if I had to choose one or 
the other for my abode. 

*In Chicago one feels that everybody 
one sees is either vulgarly, disgustingly 
rich, or shamefully, horribly poor. The 
great ladies whom one meets driving 
about in their carriages seem to be lit- 
erally swelling With wealth—one mo- 
mentarily expects them to burst. 

“And the other people whom one sees, 
the poor, poor people, are so tragically, 
helplessly miserable. It is ‘like Dante’s 
Inferno. There is the look of utter tor- 
ture on so many of the faces. That's 
|} why I think Jane Addams is so wonder- 
ful—because she can do such splendid 
work in that awfully depressing atmos- 
phere. 

Hedge-Podge of Architecture. 

‘The homes of the rich people in Chi- 
cago are a perfectly hideous hodge- 
podge of architecture. I have seen noth- 
ing like them in New York. Of course, 
they are not strikingly beautiful, like 
the old vine-covered, many-towered Eu- 
ropean castles. But if they are slightly 
bare and monotonous, they commit no 
violent offense against good taste. 

“And then New York is so clean! 
Why, I haven’t been able to get the 
Chicago soot off my hands yet. The 
air here is a welcome change—it's so 


‘clear and fresh and inspiring. 


“T think one reason why much crime 
is committed in Chicago is because peo- 


‘| ple can’t be well in the midst of that
